How Sclent it Has Fixed Glacial Pe- 
riod In Sweden. 

Prof. Gerald de Ueer, a Hcaodlna- ' 
vlan man of science, has for many 
POBH been studi lug the winds deposit- 
ed by tbe glaciers In the Yoldla sea In 
Sweden. These lie In layers of alter- 
nately fine and coarse sand. It seema 
certain that the Sne sand la ianoottsd 
by the slow flow of winter and that the 1 
coarse layers are due to tbe summer 
Ibsj when the streams are swollen by ' 
the thawing of the glaciers. 

By counting fhese layers and study- 
ing their thickness. Professor de Oeer 
has come to the conclusion that south- 
ern Sweden was first clear of glacial 
Ice about 2.000 years ago. 

This calculation colncldea roughly 
with that derived from his ttudy of 
the Niagara gorge by O. W. Wright 
and with that of Sollas. who holds 
that the last glacial epoch ended uot 
more than 7,000 years ago.

Why have we permitted tho Ciernian propaganda to spread among us 
it* poison of hstred sgainst the world's democracies and the germs of 
unreason and moral cowardice by which it had already inoculated and 
stupefied its own people? 

Why did we not resist this propagands? For the simple reason 
that despotic governments can make propaganda in their own and other 
countries, while democratic governments— being based on freedom of 
opinion— cannot. Against Germany's poison gases, against her treach- 
erous murder of women snd children, we can and do react. Against her 
intellectual and moral poisons, so far, we have been helpless. 

The Oermsn propaganda has conquered its millions of recruits 
throughout the world not only by its vast volume, its infinite repetitions, 
and its infinite variety, but also by its boldness. It has alwsys been on th* 
aggressive. It has always 'claimed everything. And it has slways suc- 
ceeded in planting at least a part of its germs of discord and unreason in 
st least a part of the American public's mind. 

Germany assumed the diplomatic offensive at once with the beginning 
of the war. We still take the diplomatic defensive. And in diplomacy, as 
in military operations, the defensive— in the long run— is hopeless. Ws 
must assume the diplomatic offensive and keep it to the end, or interna- 
tional democracy will lose the war. We must pillory the Oerman govern- 
ment and that part of the German people that supports it. before the pub-

Postal R 

The postal requirements for 
gfjaa for IocbI delivery are as follows: 

Eggs shall be accepted for local de- 
livery when so packed In a basket or 
other container as to prevent damage 
to other mail matter. 

Thla embraces all collection and de- 
livery service within the Jurisdiction 
of the postmaster of the office where, 
the parcel 1* mailed. 

Egga to be Bent beyond the local of- 
fice are to he prepared for mailing a* 
follows : 

Eggs ahall be accepted for mailing 
regardless of distance when each egg 
Is wrapped separately and surrounded 
with excelsior, cotton, or other suit- 
able material and packed In a strong 
container made of double-faced corru- 
gated pasteboard, metal, wood, or oth- 
er suitable material and wrapped so 
that nothing can escape from the pack- 
age. All such parcela ahall be

In construction, efficient In service, and 
cheap. Simplicity of construction la 
essential, ao that It may he assembled 
and packed or filled readily and rap- 
Idly. Any part which Is to be opened 
should be so marked or notched as to 
Indicate the part to pull up or out. It 
must be efficient In service to Insure 
satisfaction to the shipper and to th* 
receiver, and also to prevent damage 
to other mall matter by possible break- 
age and leakage. It must be Inexpen- 
sive or It will defeat the object to ba 
attained, which Is a reduction of the 
cost of handling between producer and 
consumer. 

Trials of many different styles and 
makes of containers or cartons for 
shipping egg* by parcel post were 
made. Quite a number proved satis- 
factory In extended trials. A few of 
them are Illustrated In these pugeg for 
the purpose of showing In a general 
way their appearance and construc- 
tion. Any container which meet* the 
postal requirements and which serves 
the purpose properly can be used.

In the spring, when they are plenti- 
ful, eggs may be preserved for home 
use In a solution of water glass, *o 
that those laid during the fall and win- 
ter season may he available for mar- 
keting. A standard grade of water 
glass can he obtained at drug stores 
for 75 cents per gallon, If bought In 
moderately large quantities. Each 
quart of water glass should be diluted 
with ten quarts of water which has 
been boiled and cooled. Only strictly 
fresh, newly laid, clean eggs should be 
placed In the solution. The eggs may 
be packed In stone Jars or crocks 
which have been washed thoroughly 
In scalding water and the water-glass 
solution poured over them, or the eggs 
may be placed dally In the solution by 
putting them down In It carefully by 
hand go a* to avoid breaking or crack- 
ing them. The solution at all times 
should cover the eggs to a depth of at 
leaat two Inches. The solution will not 
Injure the hands. The Jara should be 
put In a cool and preferably dark 
place before the eggs are deposited In 
them, and should not be moved, be- 
cause breakage and loas may result. 
The water-glass solution may become 
cloudy, but this Is a natural condition 
and should cause no alarm. 

Eggs thus kept are good for all pur- 
poses, but the shells break rather eas- 
ily In boiling. This trouble cun be 
prevented by puncturing the end of the 
shell with a pin or needle Just before 
boiling. Perhaps an occasional cus- 
tomer will be willing to buy eggs pre- 
served

The nest materials, such as hay. 
straw, excelsior, leaves, etc., ahonld 
be changed occasionally as foul h*a> 
terial Is a good breeding place for 
germs of diseases. Insects are also 
likely to harbor In the old nests If the 
materials are not changed from time 
to time. 

At this season of the year attention 
should be given to cleanliness. All 
rubbish such as old nest materials 
should be hurti.il or carefully fumi- 
gated and thrown In the manure heap. 

The nest should be renewed with 
clean, sanitary materials. Those who 
do not think It makes much difference 
to hens are badly mistaken. Hens 
are not likely to stay In foul unsani- 
tary nests and often "steal their nest" 
off where It Is hard to And. 

At this season of the year the great- 
est care should be taken to clean up 
and spray against Insects and die- 
eases. If care Is taken now little dan- 
ger will be met. But precautions 
should be taken now If th 
to have a chance. 



ABUNDANT SUPPLY OF LITTER 

Clean Straw Should Be Provided for 
Winter U*e— Renew at Least 
Twice Monthly. 

An abundant supply of deep litter, 
preferably clean straw, should be pro- 
vided for winter use, renewing the 
covering of all floors at leaat twice a 
month.
